Fiction- 
Quo Vadis 

By Walloce Gowdey 



Once every week one may read 

on the literary page of cosmopoli- 
tan newspaper.^, roviev/s of new 
books. In many of the leading per- 
iodicals a score or more of the cur- 
rent books are also reviewed 
monthly. These books constitute a 
very small percentage of the books 
published, being merely those 
which critics think worthy of dis- 
cussion. There are also hundreds 
that appear serially in magazines 
that cater distinctly lo different 
tastes. Every month certain books 
which received praise from the 
critics are boosted into the "best 
seller" class, and it is from this list 
that most readers make their choice 
of fiction. 

What are the reasons for a best 
seller's appeal today and what are 
Its chances for survival? Some of 
the very traits that make it appeal 
imiversally today might hinder the 
chances of popularity tomorrow, 
vogues changes so rapidly. Many 
books apply to a small district, for 
example "Grapes of Wrath," which 
at this time is a storm centre of 
discussion, but this deals with just 
a certain section of American life 
today, and when many of the 
wrongs Steinbeck depicts are modi- 
fied, it will cease to hold a wide 
appeal. 

Value of Publicity. 

Publicity today Is another ele- 
ment in a book's success. The book 
may be prominently reviewed and 
also advertised In the newspapers. 
Then motion picture studios may 
compete to buy the rights, offering 
an exorbitant price, and further in- 
terest will be kindled. Libraries 
will display it on their counters, 
and the rush will be on. But once 
all Lhe glamour fades away from 
a book and it becomes a product 
of yesterday, the flckle public turns 
lo a newer sensation. Then the book i 
has to stand solely on 1I3 ow n : 
merits to survive; this is the great 
test. ' 

"Anthony Adverse" appeared on 
the horizon a few years ago, and 
lmpres.sed the public by its gicdt 
lenglli and vjneiv ot appe.il. r,\i 
pie begun to read it and spread the 
word, and it became such a popu- 
lar topic of conversation that many 
read it whether they liked it or 
not. It was promptly followed by 
another ciulmaiux- teîl ni leni;lh; 
"(tone wall tho Wind." Ayain pub- 
liciiy and rumour dirt their work 
until most roadei's had read at 
least pari of the novel. Both books 
treat of romantic eras, with central I 
characters who arc fa.scinalliig and' 
in:,i:>lL'iit, uud hiiiiii their (iiicil 
downfalls on lheiii;ielves. Uut iu- 
iniluir as they arc today that very 
length which helped to publicize 
will probably be Ihç cause of their 
failure iu years to comu. Consider , 
lhe fate of nirhard.son's "Clarissa" 
which was uiiiKii ui the Eigh- 
leeiiUi Cenliuy, It ums read and ai- 
il.iUin.l li.i iill tliu I'cailiiii; piiblii' 
then, huviiiu the higuest sulu of il^ 
decade, while today it is read hard- 1 
ly at all.

All the glamour, excite- 
ment and romance that they might 
have missed In their ov/n llvei they 
try to Hnd In the very tailored fic- 
tion written by Kathleen Norrls 
and her sister writnrs. It is the 
many books of this type that keep 
our fiction level from attaining a 
really high standard. 
Some Beat-Sellera Will Surrlvt. 

That some of the best s«lleT» v/111 
itlll b§ read In the yeara to come, 
there Is no doubt. In any age "The 
Rains Came" will still have co1«ur 
and appeal. Doa Putoa' attempt 
to present a cross-section of Ameri- 
can life will probably be enjoyed 
later, as will Sinclair Lewis' satiri- 
cal portralU of many typea of 
Twentieth Century Americana. But 
out of this mats of present-day fic- 
tion only two typea of authors are 
at all certain of survival; those 
whose book* present a timelew 
message v/hich can be an aid to 
another generation, and those 
those v/hose subject matter and 
handling of that subject matter are 
vital enought to hold the attention 
of readers in a different environ- 
ment from our own.
